Stewart was charged by the grand 
jury with having refused to answer 
questions concerning the disposition 
of Liberty bond oi] profits of the 
Continental Trading company. The 
committee, seeking to trace $3,080,- 
000 of the profits, some of which 


reached former Secretary Fall in a 
$233,000 payment from Harry F, Sin- 
clair, asked Stewart if he knew any- 


 *one who received any of the bonds and 


if he had discussed the bond trans- 
- actions with Sinclair. 

'. ‘The Standard Oil man refused to 
answer the two questions on two dif- 
ferent occasions and was imdicted on 
one count for each refusal. 

He was first called before the com- 
mittee February 2 and after deciining 
to answer was recalled the next day 
and again refused to answer the same 
questions.

After the indictment was returned 
District Attorney Gordon announced 
that a warrant for Stewart’s arrest 
would be mailed to Chicago where he 
would be notified to appear at the 
United States marshal’s office to ac- 
cept service. A date for his appear- 
ance in the District of Columbia su- 
preme court to plead to the indict- 
ment will then be set.

Tossed more than 50 feet im his au- 
tomobile ‘y a Central of Georgia 
passenger train at the Fair street 
crossing early Friday night, A. L. 
/Gilbert, Route 2, Hammond Park, 
suffered a broken leg -and_ severe 
lacerations about the head and face.

The train, known as “the dummy” 
and operating between Atlanta and 
Jonesboro, completely wrecked the 
Gilbert automobile. The train was 
in charge of Conductor A. J. Floyd. 
Call Officers McCary and Milam in- 
vestigated the accident. 


Under an ancient Slavie custom, 
money is buried with their dead 
dressed in their best clothing.

The bodies of the boys, apparently 
about 7 and ¥ years old, were found 
in the canal within a period of eight 
days. The second body, found yester- 
day, bore marks to indicate murder. 
Both bodies had stout wire wrapped 
about them.

Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, N. 
J.. March 2.—(4)—The naval dirigi- 
ble Los Angeles arrived over the field 
here shortly after 11:30 o'clock to- 
night and signalled the ground crew 
to make preparations to moor the ship 
to the high mast. The return of the 
Los Angeles completed one of the 
most extensive training cruises ever 
made by the giant airship. The last 
leg of the voyage, the trip from 
Cuba, required approximately 37 
hours. The dirigible left its Lake- 
hurst hangar Sunday, February~ 26, 
and completed in approximately 40 
hours the trip to France field, Pana- 
ama canal zone, her longest non-stop 
flight since she was flown to the 
United States from Germany. ‘The 
distance from her hangar to the 
canal zone is about 2,178 miles. She 
was moored to a special mast erected 
at the field and took off Tuesdar, 
February 28, for the Gulf of Guaca- 
nayabo, in Cuba, after a stay of 12 
hours in the canal zone.

DENATURING TEST BARRED BY DRY TACTICS 


Rouses Congress’ Ire 


BY ALFRED P. RECK 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Washington, March 2.—The house 

of representatives came within a par- 
lmmentary tactic today of witnessing 
a genuine.demonstration of how -al- 
cohol can be denatured without the 
use of deadly poisons. 


The liquor was there on the floor 
—openly for the first time since the 
Volstead law became effective. The 
apparatus was placed in position and 
Representative Sirovich, New York, 
democrat and a doctor, was willing 
to carry out his experiments. 


But Representative Crampton, 
Michigan, republican and dry leader, 
sidetracked the actual exhibition by 
parliamentary tactics: 

As a result Sirovich was compelled 
to turn his experiment into a lecture 
and restricted his demonstration «to 
the waving of suspicious looking bot- 
tles and inviting his colleagues to 
smell the contents, 

Many of them obeyed, filed past 
the liquor laden table in the front of 
the chamber, smelt but did not taste. 


Crampton maintained a close lookout 
to see that the congressional sampling 
was confined to the nostrils. 

After the chaplain opened the day’s 
session with prayer, members saw a 
table, laden with bottles and chem- 
ical apparatus, carried in and placed 
at the front of the chamber before 
the sp-uker’s rostrum. 

Sirovich announced he would dem- 
enstrate how alcohol could be dena- 
tured by chemicals without making 
it poisonous. 

Crampton immediately objected. He 
said he understood Sirovich proposed 
to give a practical demonstration in 
the “laboratory” he had set up oti 
the floor and planned to invite mem- 
bers to taste “the stuff he runs 
through his chemist’s apparatus.” 

“I make the point of order that 
without the unanimous consent of the 
house, the bottles and paraphernalia 
have no right on the floor of the 
house, and I object to their presence,” 
Crampton stated. “To permit such on 
exhibition would bring ridicule on this 
house.” 

Supporters of Sirovich sprang to 
his defense and aftér more than 15

Disapproval, if the legis- 
lation desired should be passed, would 
serve as a veto.

He re- 
signed ‘in 1924, in which year he 
was made a marshal. In 1921 he 
was a member of the Italian dele- 
gation to the Washington armament 
conference.

Our Editor Hollomon, commenting 
in The. Constitution of Tuesday on 
“The Crimes of Youth,” said “strict 
prohibition enforcement will help the 
situation more than any other one 
thing.” , 

It would, undoubtedly, but where 
and how are we going to get that en- 
forcement? 

We cannot get it here in Atlanta. 
We have been trying to get it for 20 
years now, since the state was voted 
dry by the legislature. But our police 
force cannot stop the  bootleggers, 
rum-runners and speakeasy keepers. 
Bootleggers ply their trade all through 
the city day and night, or else many of 
the most intelligent and reputable men 
in the city, including preachers, are 
the biggest liars who ev. broke shoe- 
leather on our pavements 

Personally known to me are dis- 
tinguished citizens who habitually 
serve liquors to their friends and 
guests, and who do not make their 
liquors down in their own cellars. And 
they are “in favor of prohibition” and 
can be depended upon to “vote dry!” 

I attended a dinner in the national 
capital not long ago. 
mostly men of exalted positions. Some 
were congressmen and some high ad- 
ministration officials. There were 
among them generals and admirals. 
their breasts glittering with national 
and foreign decorations of honor. Per- 
haps -scores ef times they had sworn to 
observe, uphold and defend the constitu- 
tion. But the whisky bottles went 
around the board, just as in the “good 
old days,”’ and so far as I could count, 
[ was the only man there ‘who did not 
partake from those bottles. 

Later I was at a banquet in a dry 
state, of course, where the governor 
was the guest of honor, and the pop- 
ping of the corks from champagne 
bottles made a louder and more wel- 
come noise than the governor's speech. 

Oh, yes, the enforc@ment of prohi- 
bition would help a whole lot to pre- 
vent crime, but who is going to en- 
force it and on whom? 

The people do not want prohibition 
enforced! If they did, they would go 
to the polls and elect officers and 
judges with the wuts to do the work, 


No Hope on the Horizon. 

To my vision there is no sign of 
hope“for better conditions to be seen 
upon the horizon. There is more sym- 
pathy in our court and jury boxes for 
criminals than for the constitution, 
the common law and the common peo- 
ple. Governors and pardon boards 
show excessive mercy to crithinals who 
have had no mercy on their victims or 
societv. The legislators, as a rule, re- 
fuise to enact the necessary legislation 
to compel the courts to be “courts of 
justice” in fact, and to limit the au- 
thority of officials to suspend sen- 
tences and to grant paroles and par- 
dons to hardened criminals. 

Crime is going to go right on in- 
creasing in America and in Atlanta, 
because it is one of the safest adven- 
tures in which a lawless spirit can en- 
gage, and because we have not, as a 
people, the courage to make crime the 
most dangerous business in which a 
person can engage.

WILLIAM BRADY, 


THEN WHAT DO YOU DO FOR 
THE CRI? 

In our little talk about “The Medi- 

cine That Breaks Up the Cri’ the 

other day we wound up with a very 


unsatisfactory conclusion, namely, 
that up to and including the recently 
revived sodium bicarbonate ‘treatment, 
there is no known remedy which will 
break up or materially help any kind 
of cri—common respiratory infection 
—coryza, grip, flu, diphtheria, pneu- 
monia, whooping cough, meningitis, 
infantile paralysis, whatever your 
alleged ‘“‘cold” may turn out to be. 
This may seem negative, whereas 
folks want positive information. about 
health. Very well, we'll now offer 
some positive suggestions regarding 
the home treatment of the eri, or what 
have you. If it comes to a question 
of what we really should print in this 
department of course there should be 
no treatment given for that is strictly 
a medical subject and this is no medi- 


cal column, just a health or hygiene! 


column. But folks are not very -con- 
sistent about this, and moreover, folks 


hjust will treat themselves for such a 


trifling illness or indisposition as our 
old fogy. doctors and health authori- 
ties insist this mysterious “common 
cold” is, that they taik so much about 
but never, never venture to define or 
identify so that anyone else may com- 
prehend what they're talking about. I 
take it that we promote public health 
when we suggest any method of treat- 
ing the cri that is harmless in itself, 
for people who elect to use our method 
are saved from the dangers in most 
popular “eold” or “grip” remedies.

Senators and congressmen have long 
been restive at the pressure exerted 
upon them by lobbyists but it did not 
boil over until the recent fight over 
the electric power investigation.

The bill defines a lobbyist as one 
who engages for pay to attempt to 
influence or prevent legislation. 
bying is defined as any effort to in- 
fluence the action of congress whether 
by distribution of literature, appear- 
ing before committees, or interview- 
ing members. 

The bill requires any such lobby- 
ist to register with the clerk of the 
house and the secretary of the senate, 
giving the name of his employer, what 
interest he or his employer has in pro- 
posed legislation, how much he is paid 
and how much he is allowed for ex- 
penses, 

The provision for a report of ex- 
penses is intended to strike at the 
practice of lavish entertainment ‘of 
members of congress by lobbyists. 

The Caraway bill provided origin- 
ally for a jail sentence of one to 12 
months and a fine of $100 to $1,000 
but on motion of Senator Bruce, Ma- 
ryland democrat, either or both jail 
and fine would be permitted. The 
penalty is for false statement or fail- 
ure to register. 

Senator Caraway, Arkansas demo- 
crat, recognized that not all lobbying 
is evil and in his report on the bill 
pointed out that many representatives 
of associations at Washington are 
interested in human betterment, not 
in money, and render real public serv- 
ice. But he does not believe such lob- 
byists object to going on record, and 
sees no harm that could come to them 
through his bill. ; 

“On the other hand,” he said in his 
report, “there is a large number of 
people who pretend to represent ‘as- 
sociations’ who are lobbyists pure and 
simple and in the most offensive sense 
of that term. They prey upon the 
crudulity of people who have an in- 
terest, or fancy they have an interest, 
in what congress shall do. They are 
utterly without influence. They ob- 
tain money under false pretenses and 
in report of their activities resort to 
downright mendacity.”
